Santa Barbara Courthouse couldn't 
legally receive their bi-weekly pay 
unless tim e cards were m ade out. 
But the secretaries, who get $693 
m onthly, 
were 
paid 
promptly 
Thursday the sam e as the m ore than 
2,300 other county em ployes under 
the new payroll system which went 
into effect two weeks ago. 


The reason the auditor’s office 
turned about and com plied was a 
perem ptory order from the judges 
presented 
by 
Presiding Superior 
Judge Floyd C. Dodson. 
Dodson warned E aves he would be 
in 
danger 
of 
being 
cited 
for 
contem pt of court unless he paid the 
secretaries forthwith. 
E aves said he had no desire to 
spend a night in the dism al old 
county jail - where prisoners have 
been rioting of late over their m eals 
- and said he would com ply. 
To 
m ake it easier for him , the county 
counsel's office took another look at 
the situation and opined that the 
secretaries had the look of state 
judicial em ployes and not regular 
county em ployes. 


E aves, 
who has been jousting 
lately with County Adm inistrative 
O fficer Raymond D. Johnson, the 
Grand Jury and the Grand Jury 
auditors, said his original position of 
requiring tim e cards was backed by 
a county ordinance. 
That was the 
way the county counsel's office also 
saw it before the judges bore down 
hard.

requires departm ent heads to file 
tim e cards showing number of hours 
worked so the auditor can property 
m ake out warrants.

R ibicoff’s statem ent cam e during 
t e s t i m o n y 
to 
t h e 
S e n a t e 
Investigating 
subcom m ittee when 
Cole said he once called R ivers to 
ask him to arrange a telephone 
conversation with R ibicoff about the 
investigation. 
When Cole said R ibicoff’s staff did 
not com ply, Ribicoff said sharply . 
“ Mendel 
R ivers 
did 
intervene 
with the acting chairm an of this 
com m ittee on your behalf to try to 
stop this investigation. And M endel 
R ivers did not su cceed .” 
Ribicoff 
later 
told 
reporters 
R ivers called him tw ice in the fall of 
1969 to intercede on behalf of Cole. 


“ He said what a good guy Cole 
w as and that he saw nothing wrong 
that Cole had done ... I felt he and 
Cole w ere good friends,” R ibicoff 
said. 
R ibicoff 
said 
he 
was 
“ rather 
surprised” when R ivers called the 
first tim e, and said he told R ivers 
the subcom m ittee would go ahead 
with the investigation. 
“ He (Rivers) indicated Cole was 
an old friend of his, that he had 
known 
him 
for 
m any 
y ea r s,” 
R ibicoff said. “ He said as far as he 
w as concerned he would vouch for 
him.” 


Cole was in G erm any at the tim e 
he called R ivers. 
Cole was called to testify today 
concerning a list of 43 separate 
charges of alleged corruption on his 
part connected with service clubs 
and P X ’s in G erm any and Southeast 
Asia. 


More than two dozen civilian and 
m ilitary w itnesses have testified 
that Cole w as involved in corrupt 
practices at the clubs. 


After reading off a list of 26 m en 
who have testified or attested to 
C ole’s actions, R ibicoff dem anded; 
“ Do you contend all 26 of th ese m en 
lied ?” 


“ I do not, sir ,” Cole said. “They 
stated what they recollected. ” 


“ Are you saying all 26 w ere in 
con sp iracy 
to 
d estroy 
y o u 9 “ 
demanded Ribicoff. 
“ I 
d o n ’t 
think 
s o , “ 
C ole 
responded. 


“ 1 am puzzled how each one of 
these 26 m en could involve you and 
all of them be w rong,” R ibicoff said. 
“ This com m ittee is willing to give 
you w hatever opportunity you want 
to clear up any statem ent m ade 
against y ou .”

M ilitary

demanded the m ove to save Turkey 
from what they said w as the threat 
of civil strife. 


N ew s of the resignation cam e in a 
governm ent announcem ent shortly 
after the arm y had sent in troops in 
a show of strength. 
Turkey has been rocked in recent 
months by the terrorist tactics of 
left-wing radicals pressing for the 
withdrawal of U.S. forces from the 
country and attacking governm ent 


policies. Sim ilar student disorders 
brought an Army coup in 1960. 


The ultim atum to Dem irel cam e 
in a joint m em orandum signed by 
Gen. Memduh Tagm ac, chief of the 
general staff, and the com m anders 
of the arm y, navy and air force. It 
was 
sent 
to 
President 
Cevdet 
Sunday and the chairm en of both 
houses of the Turkish Parliam ent. 
Troops took up positions in front of 
the 
state 
radio 
and 
television 
buildings. W itnesses said they first 
surrounded the Parliam ent building 
and

w i t h d r a w n . 
Parliam ent 
began 
its 
regularly 
scheduled session with a reading of 


the ultim atum as the deputies sat 
silent and stony-faced.

version carrying both the increase 
in the debt limit and the social 
security provision.

Little change 
expected from 
court decision 
WASHINGTON 
( UPI) 
—The Selective Service said 
today the Supreme Court’s 
d e c i s i o n 
p r o h i b i t i n g 
c o n sc ie n tio u s 
o b j e c t o r 
status solely because of the 
Vietnam war would cause 
very little change in the 
nation's draft. 
A 
spokesman 
said 
the 
ruling confirms a guideline 
under which the Selective 
Service has been operating 
for some time. But had the 
Court ruled the other way, 
he said' “ it might have 
opened up the floodgates. ” 
The Court ruled 8 to 1 
Monday that Congress in 
passi ng 
the 
Sel ect i ve 
Service 
Act 
intended 
to 
exempt 
persons 
“ who 
oppose participation in all 
war —participation in war 
in any form .” 
The 
Selective 
Service 
spokesman. 
Ken 
Coffey, 
said most young men who 
opposed only the Vietnam 
war knew this and had not 
s o u g h t 
t h e 
o b j e c t o r 
classification. 
The Selective Service said 
that 
between 
90.000 
and 
100,000 young persons apply 
for objector 
status 
each 
year, but only about 36,000 
receive such exemption. 
The Selective Service has 
set up three guidelines for 
granting the status —the 
objection must be to all 
wars; it must be based on 
religious training or belief; 
and it must be of sufficient 
sincerity 
to have left a 
profound influence on one’s 
life. 
Local draft boards make 
the 
decision 
whether 
a 
young man qualifies. 
Coffey said most young 
men are refused the status 
because the local boards 
question their sincerity. 
Coffey said the Selective 
Service does not know how 
many 
young 
men 
are 
opposed only to the Vietnam 
war because there has been 
no attempt to survey them. 
“ My gut feeling is that 
there is real opposition to 
the 
Vietnam 
war, 
to 
a 
considerable 
extent 
on 
college campuses, for this is 
where most conscientious 
objectors 
come 
f r om, ” 
Coffey said. 
The Court ruled in the 
case of Guy Porter Gillette, 
New York City, sentenced 
to two years in jail for 
refusing 
to 
report 
for 
induction, and against Louis 
A. Negre, of Bakersfield, 
Calif , who sought to get out 
of the service after he was 
drafted. 
The decision was written 
by 
J u s t i c e 
T h u r g o o d 
Marshall, the Court’s only 
black member, who said: 
■ Real dangers ... might 
arise if an exemption were 
made available that in its 
n a t u r e

not

Should it be thought that 
those who go to war are

The administration 
was pressing for item-by- 
item quotes, not just the 
overall limits announced by 
Japan.

McGuire learned lesson early 
Defense keeps you in ganne

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Defensive basketball was a way 
of survival for A1 McGuire, when he was growing up in 
Rockaway Beach, Queens, New York. Outdoor three-on- 
three half-court games were played each summer Sun­ 
day and the rules were seven baskets wins, with “ scorers’ 
out.” That is, if you score you get the ball back. 
“It emphasized defense,” McGuire has said. “ If you 
didn’t play defense, the other guys might hit seven bas­ 
kets in a row, and then you have to sit down.” And with 
kids lined up against the tall wire fence, you might sit 
out most of a Sunday if you lost. 
“When you’re 13 or 14, in the eighth grade,” he said, 
“you have to go to eight o’clock Mass and get there no 
later than nine if you hope to play. Then if you make a 
high school team and get a little reputation, you can go 
to the nine o’clock Mass and still have a chance to be 
picked. The all-city players go to 10 o’clock and the 
college stars to 11:15. Those who finally make the pros 
can go to 12:15 and saunter out to the Beach because 
they’re in demand. 
“Then I found that after you’re out of the pros a couple 
years, nobody picks you. You either start going to the 
eight o’clock Mass again or start coaching.” 
McGuire, former St. John’s star and New York Knicks 
player, apparently likes to sleep late on Sundays. So he 
started coaching, in 1954 at age 26. He became an assist­ 
ant coach at Dartmouth. Then in 1957 he became head 
coach of Belmont Abbey College in North Carolina. In 
1964, he was hired as head coach of Marquette. Now, 
the Marquette Warriors are one of the finest college 
teams in the land. 
On March 13 they will play in the first round of the 
National Collegiate Athletic Association tournament, in 
South Bend, Ind. Barring an upset, they will probably 
be in the finals in the Houston Astrodome two weeks 
later. 
McGuire is a wiry, black-haired man with quick move­ 
ments and an admitted gift of gab. The gab has helped 
him as a recruiter, as a coach. But sometimes, he says, 
he talks too quickly. He did last season when Marquette, 
after a fine regular season, was invited to the NCAA 
Midwest regionals. He felt that the selection committee, 
perhaps influenced by Adolph Hupp, one of its members 
and a man with whom McGuire has had sharp differ­ 
ences, was trying to shuffle his team to play in Texas, 
when they should have played in the Midwest regional 
closer to home. McGuire turned down the bid, and took 
his team to New York for the National Invitation Tourna­ 
ment instead. The Warriors won it 
“ I guess it was a mistake,” said McGuire. “ Most 
everyone else thought I should have accepted the NCAA 
bid. I would, if I had it to do over again.” 
McGuire speaks his mind, which endears him to some 
and infuriates others His black players, Dean Meminger, 
Bob Lackey, Jim Chones and George Frazier respect him 
for his forthrightness. 
When these players asked to make a clenched-fist 
salute of homage on the anniversary of the death of 
Malcolm X, McGuire agreed but with one reservation

The high cost of... 


There has been an enormous rise 
in the cost of state and 
local 
government in the United States 
during the past 20 years. 
Everyone is aware that states and 
cities are taxing more and spending 
more, but few realize just how high 
the increases have been. 
UPI 
columnist 
L o u i s 
C a s s e l s 
reported 
recently 
that a study by the 
White House Office 
of Management and 
Budget reveals that 
g o v e r n m e n t 
e x ­ 
penditures 
below 
the 
federal 
level 
have gone up six 
times in the last two 
decades. 
In 1950, state and 
local 
governments 
spent a combined 
$22 
billion. 
Last 
year they spent $132 
billion. 
Cassels writes, some increase in 
spending was inevitable because of 
population growth and inflation. The 
U.S. population has grown more 
than 50 million and prices have risen 
more than 60 per cent since 1950. 
But these factors alone cannot 
explain a 500 per cent rise in state 
and local spending. 
One factor often overlooked, is 
that m ajor changes 
have taken 
place in the age and geographical 
distribution of the U.S. population. 
Today there are higher proportions 
of 
young 
people 
who 
require 
expensive 
education, 
and 
older 
people who often need costly health 
care and welfare assistance. 


An urbanologist also claim s that 
the 
increasing 
concentration 
of 
people in urban areas is significant. 
Government is “ obliged to do m ore 
things” for city dwellers than for 
people who live in town and the 
country, 
he 
says, 
and 
each 
government service costs more. 
The bigger a city gets the more it 
has to spend per capita to provide 
police and fire protection, sanitation 
a n d 
h e a l t h 
s e r v i c e s 
a n d 
transportation facilities. 
Also, Americans today demand 
more services from their cities and 
states than they used to. They want 
better schools, more hospitals and 
clinics, bigger networks of highways 
— and it all costs money. 
As usual taxpayers bear most of 
the burden. 
In the past 10 years state and local 
property 
taxes have 
more than 
doubled, sales taxes have increased 
by 150 per cent, and income taxes 
have soared by about 350 per cent. 
This year nearly 14 per cent of the 
total personal income of Americans 
will be siphoned off by state and 
local governments. 
There will be little argum ent that 
state and local governments are 
taxing and spending more than they 
should and probably doing less than 
they could But th at’s not the point 
here. 
The point is that state and local 
costs are rising at a breath-taking 
rate while taxpayer resistance to 
higher levies is growing stronger.

The leg-end of the President's 
assistant 
for

Henry Alfred Kissinger is not an 
ordinary sort of fellow 
He is 
exceptionally intelligent, learned, 
dedicated with a working day of 16 
to 17 hours. In his handsome office 
on the ground floor of the west wing 
of the White House (the decor has 
been described as late Hilton), with 
his staff of 42 professionals and 
another 60 or so secretaries, etc.. he 
advises on executing foreign policy.

not as formulator, 
certainly not as the 
ultim ate arbiter.

perhaps not typical and yet the 
procedure was, in essentials, like 
that followed in lesser m atters. 
The President’s first move was to 
send Secretary of Defense Melvin R. 
Laird and Admiral Thomas Moorer, 
chairm an of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, to Vietnam to canvass the 
possibility of an action by South 
Vietnamese forces in Laos. 
They 
returned with a report giving the 
odds in favor of the action. 
Their 
argum ent was that whether it was 
crowned with quick success or long 
drawn out with the result in question 
it would prevent a spring offensive 
by the Communists that could put a 
roadblock in the way of withdrawal 
of

troops

Vietnamization program. 
The detailed Laird-Moorer report 
was presented to the inner core of 
the National Security Council that 
is, in effect, the Supreme Court in 
all such m atters. 
It consists of 
Laird, Moorer, Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers, Richard Helms, 
head of the CIA, Kissinger and the 
President. The pros and cons were 
threshed out through two sessions. 
Then a little later the same group 
was called together again for a 
second review of Laos. 
With this 
elaborate finding before him the 
President retired to arrive at a final 
decision. 
Does Kissinger make a 
recommendation when the ultimate 
decision is at hand? 
The answer is, yes, if he is asked 
to. 
One of the six in the inner 
council described him as follows 
“ I have never heard anyone who can 
lead a discussion, as Henry does, 
without giving a clue as to what his 
own opinion is. It is a rare ability to

resent the pros and cons, and I 
ave heard him exercise it time 
after tim e.”
